resolutions declare that a.redaction in 
the customs duty on any article manu- 
factured or prodnced in this country 
means a corresponding reduction in 
the wages of labor employed in its 
manufacture or production. 


While this is doubtless true it does not 


account for the fact that while the cus- 
toms duty on nearly every article man- 
ufactured or produced in the United 
States, is as high to-day as it ever has 
been, the prices of nearly all products 
are lower than ev;r before in the mem- 
ory of the present generation. 
This is 


true of wheat cir! cotton, which are 
not affected by tl.. :..ri£f, as well as of 
wool and other protected products. 


A memorial address to the Senate 


says that the business depression of 
the past year will be continued iu- 
d&uniteiy if the Wilson bill becomes a 
law, and to revive prosperity the Sen- 
ate is asked to defeat the bill. II this 
is true the Senate should not hesitate. 
Its duty is plidn. It should restore 
prosperity at once. 
The country is 


sadly in need of it. Let the thousands 
of unemployed now marching toward 
Washington 
kuow 
that 
the Wil- 


son bill cannot become a law and they 
will probably disperse or get employ- 
ment at once 


As the idea seems to prevail in many 


pUces Eat,t that the proposed change 
iu the tariff laws \a the cause of the 
unprecedented business depression, it 
is to be hoped that the Wilson bill wil 
not become a law. The people of the 
West and South, with few exceptions 
attribute the depression to the adop 
tiou of the gold standard and scarcity 
of money consequent thereto. If the 
eastern theory is correct, the western 
idea must be eivoueous, and a very ef- 
fective method of ascertaining which 
is right would be to let the tariff laws 
remain as they are. If dull times and 
low prices continue then the cause 
must bo looked for outside of tariff 
schedules, and eastern people may 
come to the conclusion that the advo- 
cates of free coinage are right. The 
fact that the business depression is not 
confined to the United States ulone, but 
extends, to Europe and Australia, to 
high and low tariff countries, indicates 
that customs duties are not tlie cause.

Twice had Mr. Swift called upon the 


police to stop the proceeding without 
avail. They took no action, and it wat 
only when the mob had torn down thi 
fence that surrounded the bandstand 
and were in actual possession of the 
structure, to the imminent peril of a 
dozen women who had been carried 
into it for shelter, that they rushed in. 


With a rush like a mighty wave the 


crowd swept toward the band stand. 
Down went the fence with a crash. Big 
men were hurled up the steps of the 
structure 
Over a hundred howling 


men reached the inside of the stand 
before half that number could be ex- 
tricated from beneath the feet of the 
fighting 
men. 


The dispersed industrial army were 


next heard from during the evening ai 
Hyde Park, a suburb of Boston, where 
250 of of them assembled, having taken 
various routes to that place.

The new uavy, about which so much 


fan- b>tm written, and for the con- 
btrucHou of which the country is taxed 
many millions of dollars, is just now 
the subject of unfavorable comment 
It is charged that quite a percentage of 
the he.ivy m-nior plates for the battle 
ships, for the manufacture of which 
Carnegie Jn Co. has the exclusive con- 
tract, are full of blow-holes and de- 
fective in other ways, and that the 
ships will have to be taken apart to 
remedy the defects. 
It is further 


stated that the report of Captain John 
Phillips of the United States cruiser 
New York, relating to defects in con- 
struction developed during the voyage 
to Kio, which has been received by the 
Navy Department, shows that the ves- 
sel is more dangerous to its crew than 
to an enemy. The turrets were rigid 
and could not be turned either to port 
or starboard.
